That paragraph which it is thought was intended 
to give a 5 per cent discount iu customs duties ou 
laerehiiiidise imported in Amcriean vessels lias ic- 
cently come into prumineneu tliruugii an opiniun 
rendered by the Court of Customs Appeals, wiiicli 
virtiiallv declares llie elTeel of tile pr()visi(ui to ln' 
a wholesale diseriminatiun iu i'uvor ul' the sliips ul 
certain foreign countries. 

During the debute iu Congress upon that pas- 
Ka<,'e of tlie law, tlie J{epul»lieans trave repeated 
wai'uiugs that, apart I'rum its policy, the plirase- 
ology of this section was meaningless and should 
be convcled to aeeoiiiplish its purpose, but tlie 
Democrats with hut a vatrne idea of aidiiis.' Ameri- 
can shipping, adopted a like vague method of ex 
ti^vding such aid, and with their usual carelessness 
in const ruel ill 1^ legislation, enacted tliis ■;eeli(ui in 
such terns that it was iiupossiiile oL' interpietalion 
and had to be submitted to judicial detormiuatiou. 

This section, after providing the discount in fa- 
vor of American vi ssejs. some lifty in number, went 
on to say that "nothing iiereiu .shall be construed 
as to abrogate or in any manner impair or affect 
the pr'jvisioiis of our treaties with foieiirn na- 
tions/' and iroiu the opinion of the court it appears 
that there are some 5,500 treaty nation vessels 
which must now receive the same bounty as the 
lifty Amcriean siiii>s. 

Iu iti decision the court referred to statistics 
showing that the discount provision reduces duties 
5 per cent upon coiisidcralil y more tlian one-half 
of all our dutiable goods, and added: "The wisdom 
OP'expodieney of the policy is a matter into which 
we may not inquire nor have we tlio right to sus- 
pend tin operation of the statute because we may 
think lis purpose is not ade<piately accomplished." 

After all their labored adjustment of tariff rates, 
the Democrats in lliis >iiiirle p.ir.itriMpli impaired 
the efTiet of preceding seiiediiles and cuuierred up- 
on foreign ships a valuable privilege intended only 
for our own vessels.

gross mismanagement of the present administra- 
tion.

For the Handy Woman. 

The uioHt important article of 
furniture in the kitchen is doubt- 
leM.s the sink. When this clogs up 
the kitchen work i.s seriously in- 
terterretl with ami a loiiv! wail for 
a plumber and a big bill does not 
make the hoaaehold duties run 
any smoother. 

Kvery (lay when the kitchen 
work is completed a large piece 
oi waahiug soda should be put 
over the drain holes and boiling 
Mater poured upon it. This will 
earr\- otV all ;,Me;ise in the pipes 
and keep tiieiii .sweet and pure. 

An ordor arising iroiu a drain 
pipe should be reported to the 
laiidlurd immediately, for this is 
<liin^ernus. Until the matter is 
remedied )>iit chloride of lime in 
the pipes at night. 

The cook stove cornea next. The 
convenience of gas stoves lias 
made city people almost forget 
that there arc t lioiisaiKl.s of liumes 
wilhoul gas connections. 

Sometimes the kitchen range 
contains an ugly crack that in- 
terferes with c«)oking. This may 
be tilled with a cement made of 
white of egg, sifted ashes and 
dtovc polish. It should bo thick 
enough to spread. Work the 
paste smooth with a pliable knife 
and press it into the crack, then 
smooth it over the top. This will 
harden and can be |>olished until 
almost iiniioticcabb'. 

•Inst at Ibis season a few words 
,'iboiit the kitchen floor may not 
be out of place, it should be 
easily cleaned and comfortable 
;iiid very few materials combine 
these properties. Ijinoleiiiii is the 
only oiii' we know of that is soft 
to the tread and saiiitiiry. with 
good wearing qualities. Where 
the cost of this coveriiiK is pro 
liiliitivc the best plan is to grain 
the lloor iiiid use wasiiable niv^s. 

The work of graining can be 
<loiie in the following manner: 
First cb'aii the tloor perfect ly and 
till all cracks with putty and when 
this is baril jtive a hcivy eoat ol 
llal paini ami let it dry twenty- 
four hours. Now mix yellow uiii- 
lier and raw sienna dry paint 
powtlcr with vinepar. (io over 
al>oiil a si|iiiire yard with this mix- 
liire and at once mark with a 
graining eonil». These eombs cost 
•_'."> eeiils. Work the lengthways 
of the bords. jiivinjr i|iiii'k strokes 
until you liiivi' iroiie over the en- 
tire surface. Let this dry over 
night and then varuish. 

This u'ives a handsome floor sur- 
liii e and (Iocs away with sernb- 
inn^'. iis it can be eleaneil with a 
soft moist mop. Any sort ol 
bright rug looks pretty on such 
n floor.

MOVING PICTURES AND 
CIOAR SALES. 



Numberless things have been 
charged up to the moving pic- 
tures since they tirsl came upon 
the scene a few years ayo. 

It was said they would make se 
rious inroads into the receipts of 
th»' high-priced theaters, and they 
have; that tlii'V would prove 
great ciliicalors of the people, ;iiid 
llie have; that they would in 
crease the cost of living, and in 
a small way they have; and that 
they would incite youthful minds 
evilly, and but tor the excellent 
c. iisorship that has come perhaps 
that would have been a result. 

It has remained, however, for 
someone lo discover that also 
they have cut largely into tin 
consumption of tobacco and re 
duced the patronage of the sa- 
loons. 

formerly the chief patroiiaf?e of 
the uioviiit? picture house came 
from the women and children ; 
but as the business has developed 
and the <piality of the productions 
improved, the attendance of men 
has euoriuously increased ; and so. 
he argues, the time these men who 
no to the picture houses have to 
smoke and drink has been so ma- 
terially shortened as to compel a 
curtailment iu the net annual 
consumption of both tobaeoo and 
li(|uor. 

Tobacco, a well known trade 
paper, meets the aif,'iimeiit by re- 
ealliug that much the same tiling 
was said when the hieycle craze 
took hold of the country and that 
it also was predicted that general 
use of llie automobile would cut 
down the number of cigars con- 
sumed; and adda that in neither 
case dill annual flguriea sustain the 
artfiimeiit. 

Hut the eases arc not exactly 
parallel.

In an interview with a corre- 
spondent of the Chicago Daily 
News, cabled from Constantinople 
on June U, Captain Otto Ilersing 
Ims tohl the story of his voyaj-^e 
in the IJermaiit submarine U-51 
from Wilhelinsliaven to Conatan- 
tonople, about :<,()l)l) miles, toward 
tlie close of which he sunk the 
liritish battleships Triumph and 
Ivlajestic. 

"We left Wilhelmshaven A|.i ! 
2."/." Captain llarsing said. When 
1 was told that 1 was going to 
Constantinople 1 said: 'Cood! 
That is worth while.' I lett only 
the first offlcer and the chief en- 
•iiiieer into the secret to explain 
the increased supplies taken 
aboard. We slipped quietly out 
of Wilhelmshaven, as have s« 
many other submarines going into 
the war area. We kept on the 
surface most of the time, watching 
for big ships of the eni'iiiy, but 
failed to see any for a long time, 
to our great disappointment. 

"Off til asl of Kiiiihiiid we 

were liiially Hred upon by u de- 
stroyer and had to dive for safely 
but aloim the French coast we eii- 
couiiteied no enemy. When l<>t> 
miles from (iibialter we were fired 
upon by other liritish destroyers. 
We waited outside Oihralter and 
passed tlirouirb the strjiit e.irly in 
llic moiiiiiij; in plain view, but 
without drawin*,' a sini;le shot or 
attracthig the least alteiiion 
Those were tense but gratifying 
hours. 

■•Oni'c w itiiiii the Meilitcrraiiean 
the walcli. ali-e;idy e^acliii".'. w;is 
redoubled. Here again we en- 
countered ships of the enemy m ar 
;i small isbiitil. but dived for safe- 
ty under tire. When passing Mal- 
ta we were tired Upon b.v a l''relieli 
destroyer, but were Untouelu*!. 
We then proceeded south of 
(Irecce into the .\ei,'ean sea and to 
the I >ar<lanelles. 

••We arrived there on the ni<jht 
preceding .May 2'>, having come 
from Wilhelmshaven in exactly 
one month. In tlie cjirly nuo'iiiii!; 
Iie;ht we saw the 'rriumpii and the 
.Ma,jestie lyinj.' otV the coast, eoii- 
stanlly encireletl by destroyers. 
Through the periscope I sjiw a ile- 
stroycr eiMiiiinr direi'tly for us. 
We dived, and the destroyer jiass. 
ed iiiiiiiediately o\er us witii a 
sound like thai of a motor boat. 

"We eaine up immediately. I 
took aim tlirou<;h the periscope 
mid |>ressed the button, autoiiiat- 
icafly tiriiif.' the torjiedo. and the 
pro,jectile slipped noiselessly into 
the water. We dived again. The 
explosion whii'h followi-d was iis 
leirilie as thoiittli it had been in 
the fore part of the submarine it 
self. 

"Then we lay hidden two days 
and a half." coiilinui'd Captain 
llersiii":. "after which we ejinic 
ii|> airaiii ill the midst of the Brit- 
ish ships, .lust before noon, look 
ing through the periscope, 1 .sjiw 
the .Majestic surrounded by ten 
ships s1e:imin<; around her in :i 
loiistaiil cireli' for her piotec 
lion. 1 could see the Ma.jestie s 
sailors on the deck taking: their 
noonday nap. 'Shiill I disturb 
ihelil I' I tiioui-'ht. Then seeing: 

il \',ele(Mlie spiKe between tile ell 

circling ships, I pressed the dec 
trie button ;ind the torpi'do w;is 
yoiiiir riirlit. It c;ini:lit the M;i 

jestic ;i little to the re;ir of aiil'd 
ships. 

"We dived again. We noli 1 

that the bombardment from tin 
shi|>s bad ecaseil. for they bad 
been shellinj; the Turkish laii'd po- 
sitions. 

"We ri'inained subiiieii;ed for 
several hours, and then came to 
the surface lo find the Hritish 
ships had disappeared, and al! 
search f<ir them was in vain. We 
ciime to Constant iiio|ilc. arriviiitr 
yesterday morning, having passed 
forty-two days in the submarine 
without rest or change."
